S.O. 3965-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Amendment. Rules, 1967* 

2, In the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964— 

(1) for rule 13, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘T3. Approval of testing house , Surveyor and Sampler ,—.(1) The Central 
Government shall accord approval to the testing house, surveyor 
nr sampler in terms of sub-section (2) of section 7 and the grant 
of such approval shall he either on the basis of the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Director on behalf of the Central Government, or on 
the basis of an application made bv an applicant for such appro¬ 
val- Tbe application shall be made to the Director of Inspection 
and Quality Control in Form I, containing a detailed statement of 
particulars of equipments and facilities available in the testing 
hous^ or of the scheme of inspection or test which the surveyor or 
sample^ follows for conducting physical and chemical tests, previ¬ 
ous experience, the st&fT working in the testing unit and a general 
outlaw of tbe premises in which the testing and sampling Is pro¬ 
posed to be conducted. 

(2) After the receipt of the application, the Director iftav direct the 
applicant to furnish any supplementary information or docu¬ 
mentary evidence in support of any statement made by him ta the 
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application, within such time as may be specified in the direction 
and where the applicant tails to comply with such direction, his 
application shall be liable to be rejected. 

(3) On receipt of an application from any such testing house, surveyor 

or sampler, the Central Government, if it is satisfied, after making 
such enquiries as it may deem fit, on the basis of the information 
furnished by the applicant, recognise such organisation as an 
approved testing house. Surveyor or Sampler for the commodities 
mentioned and subject to such conditions, if any. as may be specified 
from time to time- 

(4) The Central Government shall, on the basis of recognition under 

sub-rule (3), issue a certificate in Form II to the applicant- If 
the Central Government is of the opinion that any approval grant¬ 
ed to any testing house, surveyor or sampler under this sub-rule, 
should, in the public interest be withdrawn, the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, after giving a reasonable opportunity to that testing 
house, surveyor or sampler, withdraw the approval granted to it. 

(5) Every person in charge of a testing house and every surveyor and 

every sampler approved under this rule shall submit to the Direc¬ 
tor such statement in such form, as may be required from time to 
time and also a half-yearly statement containing the following 
particulars,_ namely:— 

(i) number of applications received for testing or sampling or 
surveying; 

(ii) number of applications attended to; 

(Hi) number of cases where certificate of test, sampling or surveying 
have been issued along with the number of non-issuance of the 
said certificate with reasons thereof; 

(iv) quantity and value of goods dealt with (for samplers and sur¬ 
veyors).” 

(2) For Forms I and II, the following Forms shall be substituted, namely:—
